TO CANVASSERS, 

It will be seen that no one works on an uncer¬ 
tainty. If he starts a club anti fails to get one 
as large as he hoped, he can select a smaller pre¬ 
mium. More often parties get a larger club than 
they anticipated when they began. The paper 
speaks for itself, and it Is easier, as hundreds 
have testified, to get subscribers, than would be 
supposed before trying. Wherever there Is a 
singer, piano player,or person interested in mu¬ 
sic, there the Musical World is wanted. A pack¬ 
age of papers and a little energy, are the two 
chief rt quisltes. Specimen copies, subscription 
blanks, &c., will be sent on receipt of ten cents. 
It is not necessary to wait until the club is com¬ 
pleted before sending In tames. Send names 
and money (onedollar for each subsc iptlon) as 
fast as taken, and they will be placed to j oin 
credit. Every list designed for a premium must 
be so marked when sent in. Papers for the same 
club will be sent to different offices it desired. 

As a special feature of our premium list, we 
give the canvasser who fails to get a club large 
enough to secure the premium he desires a pro¬ 
portional credit according to the size of the club, 
and he can then have the premium by paying 
the balance in cash. For instance if he gets but 
three-fourths of the desired club, he can still se¬ 
cure his premium by paying one-fourth of its 
price in cash. Money may be sent at our risk, in 
bank drafts, post office money orders, or regis¬ 
tered letters. The latter can be obtained at any 
post office. Be sure to write very plainly, and 
give name of Post Office, County and State. 


Read carefully and Note the following: Get sub¬ 
scribers anywhere; all sent by one person count 
together, though from one or a dozen different 
post offices. Hay with each name or list of names 
sent that it is for a premium list, and we will so 
record it. Send the names as fast as obtained, 
that the subscriber may receive the paper at 
once. Any time, from one to three months, will 
be allowed to fill up your listax large as you may 
desire. The premium will be paid whenever you 
call for it. Send the exact money with encli list 
of names, so that there may be no confusion of 
money accounts. Old and new subscribers all 
count in premium clubs, but a portion, at least, 
should be new ones; It is partlytoget these-bat 
we offer the premiums.
